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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
06/25/2007 has been entered. 

Notice of Amendment 

2. In response to the amendment filed on 06/25/2007, amended claim(s) 1 , 6, 9, 12, 
13, 16, 18, 22, 26, and 33, and canceled claim(s) 5, 7-8, 17, 29-32, and 39 is/are 
acknowledged. The current rejections of the claim(s) 1-4, 6, 9-16, 18-28, and 33-38 
is/are withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-4, 6, 9-16, 18-28, and 33-38 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach and/or fairly suggest a steerable balloon catheter having a deflectable 
tip, comprising inter alia: a flexible helical coil attached to an elongate deflection 
member and a retaining ribbon in a pre-shaped arcuate configuration biasing the coil, 
wherein the coil, deflection member, and retaining ribbon are attached with an 
attachment member comprising a rounded bead having the geometry as set forth in at 
least claims 1 and 22. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Response to Arguments 
5. Applicant's arguments, see pages 11-14, filed 06/25/2007, with respect to claims 
1-4, 6, 9-16, 18-28, and 33-38 being unpatentable over Hayzelden in view of Hampton 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 103(a) rejection of claims 1-4, 6, 9- 
16, 18-28, and 33-38 has been withdrawn.
